No series of articles on freight rate discrimina- 
tions against St. Louis would be complete without 
a notice of the Anchor Line. In fact, the river 
monopoly is justly entitled to even ore space 
than almost any of the railroads having their ter- 
minus here. The Anchor Line is the monopoly par 
excellence of the Mississippi Valley. It is abso- 
lutely without competition from St. Louis except 
by rail. Its declared policy is to crowd out all 
other boats that may attempt to run between St. 
Louis and lower river points, and it has been emi- 
nently successful in carrying out this policy in the 
past. Whenever some steamboat owner has been 
rash enough to make a strike at this Southern 
trade, the Anchor Line has put on a steamboat just 
ahead of the opposition and carried the freight, if 
necessary, for nothing until the other line got tired 
and pulled out. This policy of the line has become 
so well known that for a long time no one has dared 
venture into the trade. Now, having strengthened 
its monopoly by the: wholesome fear it has instified 
tinto the breasts of all its competitors, the Anchor 
Lite comes to the conclusion that it owns 
the Lower Mississippi River, and that ‘it 
is entitled to charge St. Louis shippers 
whatever it pleases to any point which cannot be 
reached by rail; and to these competitive points it 
usually agrees with the railway on rates which are 
quite bigh enough to keep company with the other 
rates on its schedule. The fact that the line has 
such an absolute monopoly renders the situation of 
St. Louis merchants decidedly unpleasant, in that 
any complaint or criticism on their part may sub- 
ject them to petty annoyances which they have no 
way of resenting. This situation at times tends to 
burt the St. Louis merchant with the country ship- 
per. For instance, a gentleman having a planta- 
tion down the river shipped some goods to St. Louis 
by Anchor Line, and, through the carelessness of 
the company, they spoiled en route. The claim 
against the company was a valid one, but when the 
planter spoke tothe merchant about making a 
demand on the line for the amount of the damage 
he demurred. He said he did not care 
to antagoniZe the Anchor Line: they were “very 
good friends of his.“ ke said, and he did not care 
to injure his standing with them. The result was 


that the disgusted planter went elsewhere with his 


goods thereafter.

But as soon asthe city got rid of the heavy 
cost of making repairs continually in 
the business streets, appropriation for 
keeping them déan” was cut down 
to a pitifully inadequate sum. The consequence 
is that the mud and dust distributed over the 
granite paving from hundreds of miles of foul 
and ill-paved back street are left to be washed 
off by occasional hard rains, and in the inter- 
vals. the owners and occupants of fronting 
property are deprived of some of the most 
prized benefits of the reconstruction, the whole 
cost of which was imposed on them. 

There is neither equity nor economy in this. 
It costs so little to keep a granite pavement 
clean that there is really no apology for keep- 
ing it hidden under offensive accumulations of 
mudand dustand garbage. To keep the few 
miles of reconstructed streets clean is little 
enough to ask, when the city has 
been relieved for years to come, and at 
the expense of individuals, from the enormous 
cost of repairing worn out pavements. If no 
regard for the health, comfort and just claims 
of the most heavily taxed section of the city 
can move her rulers in this matter, they should 
at least show some concern for the appearance 
of that portion of the city which is to be most 
thronged with strangers during the month of 
the Exposition and Fair. Streets that are 
really a credit to St. Louis should never be 
kept in untidy and offensive disguise—certainly 
not when ber great gala season attracts crowds 
of sojourners from every State in the Union.

His In nocence— The Sentence and 
Execution. 


New Tonx, September 4 — The Spanish colum ns 
of the Panama Star and Herald of August contain 
a report ofthe proceedings of the court-martial 
that met on the 17th instant to try Pedro Prestan, 
who has since been executed. Four witnesses 
were brought before the court and declared that 
Pedro Prestan was the principal author of the 
destruction of Colon on the 3ist of March last. 
These were: Juan Beltramo, an Italian; Clement 
Dupuy, acting superintendent of the Panama Rail- 
road; Hugh Dietrich, a German, and Wm. Connor, 
agent of the Pacific Mail Steamship Company in 
Colon. These four gentlemen, after having given 
their evidence against Prestan, were confronted 
with him. These different declarations. show that 
Prestan was the author of the fire in Colon, and. 
although he strongly denied ail the charges laid 
against him and actually named persons who 
could testify to his innocence, he nevertheless aid 
not lay the blame on any other person, nor did he 
say that his followers had not committed 
the crime. The chairman of the court-martial 
ordered the witnesses named by Prestan to be 
brought jnto court so tuey should make their state- 
ment, After the lapse of an hour, the court was 
informed that all the persons named by Prestan 
were not to be found on the Isthmus, as they had 
leftafter the burning of Colon. In view of this, 
and as all the witnesses agreed on the same point, 
that Prestan was the author of the fire, the court, 
after having heard the prisoner's defense, ordered 
the room to be cleared and then deliberated as to 
what sentence they should pronounce. All the votes 
but one were forthe hanging of Prestan. Once 
the death warrant was signed, the prisoner was 
called in and he was informed of his sentence. He 
heard the sentence read with great composure. Up 
to his last moment he bad a priest by his side. 
When upon the scaffold Prestan spoke a few words. 
calling upon the Colombians to believe him inno- 
cent of such an atrocious crime. Notwithstanding 
all his repeated protests of innoceuce, there was 
but one voice of unanimous approval when the trap 
was sprung from under him aud the body left the 
swing onthe gallows. Prestan was hanged soon 
after midday onthe 18th ult. The sentence was 
signed at 7:30 p. m. on the evening of the 17th and 
was unanimously approved. The execution was 
witnessed by an immense crowd of all colors and 
nationalities, the greater part of which, probably, 
never witnessed such a scene before. Death seems 
to have been instantaneous, as no show of life was 
apparent three minutes after dropping. The Star 
and Herald says: It is to be hoped that the exe- 
cution of Prestan will serve as an exemplary
